Dismuke and Wright Say 
County Officers Have 
Co-operated in Middle, 
Northern Districts.

Two of Georgia’s three United 


States deputy prohibition administra- 
tors Monday sided in defense of six- 


teen Georgia, sheriffs whose attitude 
toward prohibition enforcement was 
criticized in data supplied by Frank 
Buckley, federal prohibition bureau 
attorney in Washington, to the Wick- 
ersham commission. 

Fred D. Dismuke, Macon, of the 
middle Georgia district, and H. P. 
Wright, Atlanta, of the northern dis- 
trict, both declared that county offi- 
cers have always heartily co-operated 
with them, and that they had no 
knowledge of the basis of the survey 
that listed counties in their districts 
as “distilling centers.” 

J. T. Crowder,*of Savannah, ad- 
ministrator of the southern district, 
declined to make a statement. “I do 
not care to say anything in connection 
with Frank Buckley’s report,” was 
Mr, Crowder’s only comment. He also 
refused to say whether or not he be- 
lieved Mr, Buckley’s criticisms were 
justifiable, 

The report of Mr. Buckley charged 
that sixteen Georgia counties 
centers of distilling,” that “their 
sheriffs are unsympathetic with en- 
forcement efforts and extend no co- 
operation to federal officers.” 

Commenting upon the charges, Mr. 
Dismuke asserted that “Mr. Buckley 


officers to co-operite.- 
federal agents.” 

“I do not know of a single sheriff 
in my district,” he added, “who does 
not or would not co-operate with the 
federal prohibition forces. Especially 
is this true of Berrien county. Sheriff 
N. N. Hughes and his deputies keep 
the county dry, making it unnecessary 
for prohibition agents to enter.” 


Basis of Charges Unknown. 


Mr. Dismuke said he was unable 
to gay where Mr, Buckley obtained 
his information. 

“Splendid co-operation has been 
given me by all city, state and county 
officers,” Mr. Wright said, “and I 
believe conditions in my district in 
the past eight months have shown a 
marked improvement. I do not know 
on what basis Mr. Buckley’s charges 
were formed.” 

At the same time, sheriffs of five 
more of the condemned counties voiced 
protests to Mr. Buckley’s statements. 
Ten of the 16 officials had already 
issued denials to the charges. 

Sheriff H, F. Herrington, of Quit- 
man county, characterized Mr. Buck- 
ley’s statements as “absurd,” and 
added: 

“There is no more whisky being 
manufactured and sold in Quitman 
‘county than in any other county in 
Georgia. There has never been a 
single instance when I failed to aid 
federal officers in every possible way. 
It has been eight or 10 months since 
a federal agent has called upon me 
for help.” 


Liquor Traffic Lighter. 


Sheriff E. L. Adamson, of Clayton 
county, said: 

“I have been sheriff of this county 
since January 1, 1929. During 1929, 
with the assistance of my deputies and 
federal officers, I destroyed 122 stills, 
and almost as many in 1930. There 
has always been co-operation between 
my office and federal authorities, {I

Dr. Cald- 
well was not brought here for that 
purpose. Nor did it carry any rec- 
ommendation as to whether the white 
unit of the institution should be placed 
under the supervision of Emory Uni- 
versity. That, too, was not part of 
his job. ; 

“When the report is filed with us 
in about a week or 10 days, we shal 
study it and take whatever steps we 
deem necessary towards placing his 
recommendations into effect for the 
best interests of the poor of Atlanta.

That spirit re- 
moins to some extent even in the pres- 
ent period of neglect of party loyalty 
and party ties. 

As respects bills giving largesse to 
ex-service men, there is a kind of 
tacit theory that a senator or repre- 
sentative should vote for the bonus 
in order to keep the favor of ex-serv- 
ice voters in his state or district and 
that a president should veto such a 
hill in the interest of the country as 
a whole. This principle would permit 
a senator to vote for the bonus in 
the first instance and then to vote 
against it as a matter of holding up 
the hands of the president. The argu- 
ment only applies, of course, to re- 
publican senators at a time when a 
republican occupies the White House. 

in spite of all this, it is doubtful, 
as of today, whether the presidents 
veto will be sustained. It takes a two- 
thirds vote of each chamber to pass 
a bill over the president's veto. Hence 
it takes one more than one-third to 
sustain the president's veto. In the 
sepate, this means 33 votes out of the 
total of 96. As of today, the latest 
and most dependable counts reveal 
only 25 senators likely to vote to 
sustain the presidents veto. 

It is in the senate, if anywhere, 
that the veto must be sustained.

To this 12 should be 
added five who were absent but paired 
against the bill. At last one more, 
making 18 in all, was absent but not 
paired. It would be necessary, there- 
fore, if the president's veto is to be 
sustained, to find 15 senators who, 
after voting for the bill last week, 
would now vote against it in order to 
sustain the president’s veto. Most of 
the 15 would have to be found among 
regular republicans, because democrats 
obviously would be under no party 
obligation to reverse themselves in or- 
der to sustain a presidential veto 
when the president is a republican. 

Nevertheless among the democrats 
is to be found a stale after-taste of 
dislike for what they did last week. 
Persons within the senate and aware 
of the private opinions of their fel- 
low senators doubt whether the offi- 
cial and most responsible leaders of 
the democrats really favor the bonus 
on principle though in fact they voted 
for it. The more conservative demo- 
cratic senators were obliged, more or 
less against their inclinations, to sup- 
port the bill, because the pace and 
atmosphere in favor of the bill was 
created by the less conservative demo- 
crats, such as Senators Garaway, of 
Arkansas, and Heflin, of Alabama. 
These democratic senators, co-operat- 
ing with democrats of similar mind in 
the house, were able to make the 
bonus a party matter. For that rea- 
son, and to prevent a united front 
against a republican president, con- 
servative democrats felt obliged to “go 
along.” Only one democrat voted 
against the bill. That was King, of 
Utah, habitually individualistic in his 
voting. 

Democrats not moved by emotiun 
for emotion’s sake doubt whether any 
harm is done a president of one party 
by the other party “putting it up to 
him” to veto a bonus bill. President 
Coolidge vetoed the original bonus in 
May 1924, on the very eve of the camn- 
paign of that year, and was reelected 
rather overwhelmingly. 

That all bonus bills in congress are 
chiefly political in motive is well un- 
derstood. The most earnest, most sym- 
pathetic and at the same time most in- 
telligent, and most personally self- 
sacrificing frend the veterans have in 
all of congress is Mrs. Edith Rogers 
of Massachusetts. She voted against 
the bonus. 

A complete picture of the atmos- 
phere behind the passage of the bz-ll

James J. Hinde, 73, pioneer automo- 
bile manufacturer, to whom Henry 
Ford came for counsel and advice 


when he was struggling to establish 
his motor concern, died at his home 
here today of pneumonia.

Seventy-one years old, the famous 
prima donna for several days had 
fought a losing battle with a skin 
malady picked up in Egypt and ag- 
gravated by a long journey home 
from Europe before Christmas and 
the extreme heat of the Australian 
summer. 

Friends believed she hastened her 
own end with insistence upon spend- 
ing Christmas in her native Australia, 
disregarding. the advice of her phy- 
sicians in Euorpe, under whose treat- 
ment she was growing better. She 
became ill again aboard ship and had 
to enter a hospital at Sydney before 
proceeding to Melbourne. 

She was happv. however, in spend- 
ing her last hours in this city, near 
where she was born, and from which 
she took her stage name, Melba. Her 
real name was Nellie Porter Mitch- 
ell, changed by her marriage in 1882 
to Armstrong. Her father was David 
Mitchell, a contractor of Scottish 
blood, at Burnley, not far from here. 

Known to all the world was the 
successor to Patti and Jenny Lind, 
Melba sang last in America at the

Sanchez Cerro Withdraws 
‘Candidacy for Presi- 
dency To Calm Foes.

LIMA, Peru, Feb. 23.—(/)—Pro- 
visional President Luis M. Sanchez 
Cerro rushed troops today to crush a 
rebellion at Arequipa, dominant city 
of southern Peru, and at the same 


time sought to calm the political wa- 
ters by withdrawing his candidacy for 
the presidency and moving for a new 
constitution. ; 

Heretofore Sanchez Cerro has head- 

ed a military junta, governing by a 
decree, as a result of a revolution he 
bégan last August which unseated 
President Augusto B. Lequia. ; 
" "The junta cancelled a decree looking 
toward a general election and a few 
hours later Sanchez Cerro withdrew 
his candidacy: The president signed. 
a manifesto declaring that only a 
national assembly will be chosen in 
the forthcoming polling. 

This body will be in the nature of 
a constitutional convention and legis- 
lative body in one, ‘as it first will 
draft a new code and then will sit 
as a congress for a term to be fixed 
later. In the meantime it will sef 
the date for a presidential election 
and also municipal balloting and will 
define the powers of the executive. 

When the south of Peru is paci- 
fied, the manifesto continued, rules 
will be established for the sitting of 
the assembly and the country will be 
headed toward normal constitutional 
government, 

In the meantime, loyal government 
troops from Puno, Cuzco and Juliaca 
were marching upon Arequipa to sub- 
due the rebels who seized the city 
Friday and set up a government of 
their own. Details of the troop move-
